“Highly potent diphtheria toxin,” 
they stated, “is found to be diminish- 
|ed in strength by the action of short 
electric waves, 1.9 and 3.76 meters, at 
| approximately 158,000,000 and 
000,000 cycles per second. 

Diphtheria toxin is the poison which 
causes the disease and is produced 
by diphtheria bacteria.
